EPA Advises 
Gas Rationing 
For Southland 


SAN FRANCISCO UPI - 
The Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency staff has 
proposed a smog-control plan 
for Southern California that 
includes gas rationing strict 
enough to cut down trot tie by 
80 per cent. 
This would be more than 
twice as tight as the gas ra­ 
tioning imposed during World 
War II. 
The EPA staff proposals for 
reducing smog are subject to 
review by officials and public 
h e a r i n g s before adoption. 
New smog controls are sched­ 
uled to go into el feet by 1977. 
The plan was drawn up by 
the EPA regional office here 
under the National Clean Air 
Act after state smog otticials 
failed to 
produce 
a 
satis­ 
factory poposal by Jan. 31, 
1972. 
The cities of Riverside and 
San Bernardino obtained a 
court order requiring that the 
proposal be published by Jun. 
15, 1973. 
Without new controls, an es­ 
timated 681 tons of hydrocar­ 
bons would be released daily 
in the six-county area around 
Los 
Angeles 
by 
1977. 
lhe 
strict new federal standards 
require that this be reduced 
to no more than 161 ions. 
Tight limitations on ^nog- 
producing industries 
cannot 
achieve the required reduc­ 
tion, EPA experts said. All 
other measures they could 
take to cul smog-producing 
hydrocarbons short of gas ra­ 
tioning still left an emission 
level of 359 tons per day. 
Gasoline rationing would be 
Imposed from May 1 through 
Oct. 31. EPA experts calcu­ 
lated that an 86 per cent re­ 
duction 
in 
automobile 
use 
would be required if the 1977 
air quality standards are to 
be met.

Hedley Donovan, editor-in- 
chief of Time Inc., and An­ 
drew Heiskell, chairman of 
the board, said Life, its ad­ 
vert.sing market eroded by 
television, 
lost 
$30 
million 
over the past four years but 
that its publishers had de­ 
cided some time ago no com­ 
promises would be made in 
quality, format or staff. 


“ We chose essentially to 
tight it out on the line that 
Life as it had been...would be 
the kind of publication we 
would be content to rest our 
Chances on,” Donovan said. 
He said 
the 
decision to 


cease 
publication with 
the 
Dec. 29 issue was made only 
Thursday night by the execu­ 
tive committee of the board 
of directors. 
Donovan and Heiskell said 
Time Inc. would attempt to 
place Life’s 300 staff mem­ 
bers elsewhere in the lime 
publishing empire if at all 
possible.

SAN DIMAS — A measur­ 
ing device dropped into a se­ 
wer trench near Puddingstone 
Dam led to a near tragedy 
Friday 
afternoon 
when 
a 
workman was buried up to 
his arm pits in rocky earth 
when he entered the trench to 
retrieve the instrument. 
Robert T. Shea, 29, 8745 La 
Vine St., Alta Loma, was pin­ 
ned by a 500 pound boulder 
when one side of the ditch 
gave way and pressed him 
against the other side of the 
trench. He was said to be in 
satisfactory condition at Po­ 
mona Valley Community Hos­ 
pital Friday night after un­ 
dergoing 
surgery. 
He 
suf­ 
fered a broken right leg, nu­ 
merous 
abrasions and pos­ 
sible internal injuries. 
Seven members of the res­ 
cue unit from the San Dimas 
County Fire Station worked 
for nearly an hour digging out 
Shea by hand. The rescue ef­ 
fort was slowed by the large 
boulder 
which 
pinned 
the 
workman. The rescuers had 
to break the boulder apart us­ 
ing hammers 
before Shea, 
who remained conscious, could 
be pulled from the trench. Res­ 
cue work was also hampered 
by the threat of further cave- 
ins as a two foot overhang 
was left in the decomposed 
granite when the wall of the 
trench gave way. 
According to police the ac­ 
cident occurred when Shea 
and Peter Salata, one of the 
owners of Salata Engineers 
Inc., of Covina, which is the 
contractor of the sewer con­ 
struction, attempted to meas­ 
ure the depth of the sewer 
trench. A plumbob, a weight 
attached to a string to meas­ 
ure vertical depth, fell into 
the ditch and Shea jumped 
into the trench to pick it up. 
Just as Shea reached for 
the weight the wall of the 
trench collapsed. 
The site of the accident is 
alongside Puddingstone Dam 
Access Road about 50 feet 
from Gate 4. No other in­ 
juries resulted. 


CAB Orders 
Airline Youth 
Fares Ended 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
The Civil Aeronautics board 
(CAB) ruled Friday that air­ 
line discount fares for youths 
and families are “unjustly 
discriminatory” against full- 
fare paying passengers and 
will have to be phased out. It 
deferred decision on whether 
this will permit lower fares 
generally. 
The board did not order the 
fares canceled immediately, 
but said they eventually will 
have to be dropped. 
In the meantime, it said it 
would hold a hearing to deter­ 
mine how 
the cancellation 
will affect regular fares. 
In a 3-2 vote, the CAB held 
that passengers who use the 
discounted family and youth 
fares get essentially the same 
service given to a passenger 
who pays a full fare. 
On an average, family and 
youth fares are discounted 
from 33 to 50 per cent below 
normal fares. 
The board said that by law 
it is not allowed to consider 
“ matters involving broad so­ 
cial policies such as special 
treatment of any particular 
age group, or encouragement 
to families as a favored social 
group, whatever our personal 
views on such matters may 
be.” 
After holding its hearing, 
the board will decide whether 
normal fares should be lo­ 
wered as a result of the can­ 
cellation of the discount fares, 
or remain the same. 


The 
Board 
acknowledged 
the promotional fares do gen­ 
erate more passenger traffic 
than would be carried at 
existing fare levels.

C H I C A G O (UPI) - A 
United Air Lines Boeing 737 
with 61 persons aboard on a 
f l i g h t f r o m Washington 
plowed into a string of bung­ 
alow homes Friday while try­ 
ing to land at Midway Airport 
and erupted into a pillar of 
fire and smoke, killing most 
of those aboard. 
At least 43 bodies were ta­ 
ken to Cook County Morgue. 
One of the victims was Rep. 
George W. Collins, 47-year-old 
I l l i n o i s Democratic con­ 
gressman who was returning 
to C h i c a g o to plan a 
Christmas party for youngs­ 
ters in his ward. 
At least 18 persons, includ­ 
ing three stewardesses, sur­ 
vived the plane crash. Holy 
Cross Hospital treated 16 of 
the 18 plus one neighborhood 
man who was injured. One 
survivor at the hospital was 
reported in critical condition. 
Police and firemen dug into 
the basements of two wrecked 
and smouldering homes late 
into the night in a search for 
other victims. At 10 p.m. CST 
police said no dead residents 
of the homes had been found. 
The identified dead included 
James Kruger, Omaha, Neb. 
and Ralph Blodget, attorneys 
for Northern Natural Gas Co. 
A company spokesman who 
identified Kruger’s body said 
seven other Northern Natural 
Gas lawyers who were sup­ 
posed to fly back to Omaha 
missed the flight. 
“ It would have wiped out 
our entire legal department,” 
he said. 
UAL Flight 553, approaching 
Runway 13 at the airport on 
Chicago's Southwest Side, flat­ 
tened over the neighborhood 
at an altitude of 500 to 1,000 
feet and then, according to a 
p a s s e n g e r who staggered 
from the wreckage, appeared 
to stall. 
With its nose up and its tail 
down, it tore into the dwell­ 
ings. 
It hit the roof of one house, 
smashed through three gar­ 
ages, hit three more houses— 
demolishing one—and plunged 
to a halt in the John Sladewski 
home, the plane’s nose sticking 
out one side of the house and 
the tail from another side. 
Neil Callaham, spokesman 
for the Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration, said the pilot 
was making a visual landing 
without electronic 
guidance 
and was “probably a minute 
away from his landing at 
Midway when it crashed.” 
He discounted a report that 
another airplane might have 
b e e n 
responsible 
for 
the 
crash. An unidentified ham 
radio operator told a Chicago 
radio station that the airliner 
was instructed to abort its ap­ 


proach because a business 
jet, coming around for a sec­ 
ond try', was too near the 
UAL plane. 
H u g e clouds of orange 
f l a m e and black 
smoke 
poured from the wreckage. 
Power went out in a snow-co­ 
vered 
two-square-mile 
area 
encompassing 
5,000 
homes. 
Neighbors poured onto the 
street to hear the victims 
screaming inside the wreck­ 
age. 
One neighbor, Charles Kan- 
sler, said “I heard screams 
coming from inside the house. 
I could see the pilot’s arm 
sticking out the window. It 
looked all white. I couldn’t 
tell if he was alive or dead.” 
Another 
reported 
seeing 
four persons, including two 
stewardesses, step out of the 
plane. 
Hours after the plane came 
down, 
firemen 
and 
police 
were still trying to pry the 
dead and injured front tho 
wreckage.

pierced his brain. 


Dr. Y atar was the first wit­ 
ness in the m urder trial of 
Dale M. Piorkowskie. the 25- 
year-old auto parts salesm an 
charged with 
murdering 
16- 
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year-old Johnson. 


During his questioning by 
Deputry Dist. Atty. Robert F. 
Kuynert, Dr. Y atar stated ad­ 
ditionally that he saw no pow­ 
der burns or tatooing around 
the entrance wound, a point 
the prosecution will attem pt 
to m ake significant as other 
witnesses are called. 


The pathologist also stated 
that the bullet, a .38, traveled 
downward before exiting the 
right side of the head. 


Scratch Found 


Under exam ination by de­ 
fense attorney John M. Pola- 
kovic, Dr. Y atar stated that 
during the autopsy he per­ 
formed Aug. 11, the day after 
Johnson w as killed, he ob­ 
served a scratch on the vic­ 
tim ’s left collarbone and oth­ 
er abrasions on his face. 


Dr. Y atar stated that the 
bullet wound would have been 
fatal in spite of any medical 
attention 
Johnson 
had 
re­ 
ceived. He also said, in effect, 
that 
prior 
to 
having 
been 
shot. Johnson 
w as 
in

health.

Next to an electric toothbrush, I can imagine no more worth­ 
less appendage to our materialistic, gadget-goofy society than 
a trash compactor. 
This is a gleaming, expensive appliance that by the magic of 
space-age technology does what father’s foot can do better and 
quicker. And imagine calling a repair man to have him come 
out and fix your trash compactor when it unpacts. It’s easier 
to wipe the catsup ind coffee grounds off your shoe. 
Taking out the trash and-or garbage is a dull, daily chore 
that man must face, whether he dumps the melon rinds and 
egg shells down the garbage chute of his high-rise apartment 
building, or trudges out to the backyard or alley wit hhis col­ 
lection of cans and chicken bones.

businesses enjoyed their best 
year ever in 1971, and busi­ 
ness sales so far this year in­ 
dicate that 1972 will be ano­ 
ther banner year, reported 
Deputy City Manager Norman 
King. 
The deputy city manager 
recently spent a couple of 
days in Sacramento where he 
obtained a breakdown of total 
taxable transactions into busi­ 
ness categories. 
Businesses 
have 
grossed 
: $12,536,262 during the first six 
months this year, King re­ 
ported, compared with $21,- 
: 854,087 for all of last year. 
During January, February 
and March this year, mer- 
3 chants and other businessmen 


of 16.8 per cent over the same 
quarter in 1971. 
During the second quarter 
— April, May and June — 
gross sales jumped to an all- 
time high for Claremont; $6,- 
460,951, an increase of 13.8 
per cent over the comparable 
period in 1971. 
Business last year during 
October, November and De­ 
cember topped the $6 million 
mark for the first time in the 
city’s history, with $6,209,300 
in gross taxable sales, after 
the 1970 fourth quarter re­ 
corded a decrease of .8 per 
cent in business when com­ 
pared with the fourth quarter 
of 1969. 
Business growth in Clare- 


mont over the past four years 
is reflected in the gross sales 
figures for 1968 which totaled 
$16,261,300; 
1969, $17,390,000, 
and 1970, $18,626,000. 
Village merchants over the 
same period have seen their 
percentage of total taxable 
sales drop from 29 per cent in 
1968 to 20.7 per cent in 1971. 
With the Depot restaurant 
opening this fall and other 
Specialty 
Restaurants’ 
pro­ 
jects planned next year for 
1st Street, the Village area 
may be able to regain some of 
the percentage. 
Businesses 
along 
Foothill 
Boulevard are collecting the 
biggest slice of the taxable 
sales pie with 30.5 per cent in 
1968, 40.6 per cent in 1969, 


44.2 per cent in 1970, and 45.9 
per cent in 1971. 
Firms south of the Santa Fe 
t r a c k s along Indian Hill 
Boulevard and from College 
Avenue to Bucknell Avenue 
have taken a little over a 
quarter of the sales with 28.2 
per cent in 1971. 
The colleges — all campus- 
run businesses — had 5.6 per 
cent of the total business last 
year. 
King noted that although 
sales for the entire city jum­ 
ped 7.1 per cent in 1970, Vil­ 
lage 
businesses 
and 
those 
south of the tracks each re­ 
corded minus 1.9 per cent fig­ 
ures for that year. 
Both sections recovered In 
1971, with the Village shops

and restaurants showing a 3.7 
per cent increase, and South 
Claremont businesses record­ 
ing a 30.6 per cent jump. 
The colleges’ business in­ 
creased by 9.6 per cent in 
1970, and 4.8 per cent in 1971. 
Taxable sales from service 
stations are not included in 
taxable sales figures, King 
said. 
For those firms which have 
been in business in the same 
area for a full year, 23 of 47 
Village 
businesses 
reported 
their sales up. Sixteen of 27 
Foothill Boulevard establish­ 
ments showed an increase in 
business, and half of the dozen 
firms south of the railroad 
tracks reported business up in 
1971, King said. 


King said that the state 
breaks down businesses into 
c a t e g o r i e s such as drug 
stores, which in 1971 had four 
per cent of the total sales; 
food stores, 12.2; eating and 
drinking establishments, 18.2 
per cent; apparel stores, 3.5 
per cent; 
home furnishings 
and appliances, .6 per cent; 
general merchandise, 3.8 per 
cent; and service stations, 2.2 
per cent. 
Service stations in Clare­ 
mont numbered 13 for the 
three years up to 1971, and 16 
last year, but gross sales 
went from $481,000 in 1968 to 
$528,000 in 1969, dropped 8 per 
cent to $489,000 in 1970, and 
dropped another 9.2 per cent 
last year to $444,000. 


Eating and drinking estab­ 
lishments have shown healthy 
growth the past four years, 
and this year the 23 busi­ 
nesses have grossed $2,280,000 
the first six months. 
I n 
1968, 
18 
businesses 
grossed $1,958,000, up 27 per 
cent from the previous year. 
Establishments increased to 
20 in 1969, and they grossed 
$2,774,000, a 41.7 per cent 
hike. 
Another business was 
added in 1970, and the 21 es­ 
tablishments grossed $2,968,- 
000. Last year two more busi­ 
nesses opened their doors and 
taxable sales hit $3.696,000, a 
24.5 per cent increase. 
Claremont food stores have 
also reflected good business 
growth during the past four 


years, with a 26 per cent in­ 
crease or a $1,737,000 gross in 
1968, a 12 per cent hike in 
1969, a 17.3 per cent increase 
in 1970, and $2,478,000 gross 
or 8.5 per cent jump last 
year. 
Claremont’s drug stores, on 
the other hand, according to 
state figures, recorded two 
straight years of business de­ 
cline. 
In 
1968, 
five 
stores 
grossed $935,000, a 12 per cent 
hike over the previous year. 
But in 
1969 the six drug 
stores reported a 5.8 per cent 
drop in sales or a $881,000 
gross. Another 8.3 per cent 
drop in gross sales occurred 
in 1970. Last year, sales tota­ 
led $814,000 for an increase of 
.7 per cent.

A man named Einar HolboeU was a postman in Den­ 
mark.

During 
this time of the year there was a lot of mail, and just 
a penny seal on a letter or package would help him in 
his plan. The first Christmas seal was used in 1904. 
The money was used to build a children’s tubercu­ 
losis hospital in Denmark. 


A woman named Miss Emily Bissel of Delaware, 
liked the Christmas seal idea and worked very hard 
to get it started in this country. In 1907, the first 
stamps went on sale in Wilmington, Delaware.

Today, money from 
the sale of Christmas seals helps fight air pollution 
and many lung diseases.

SAN BERNARDINO (CNA) 
— Asserting that they needed 
more time for study of a 
highly complicated problem, 
the county Board of Super­ 
visors has decided to accept 
the recommendation of Coun­ 
ty Administrator Robert A. 
C o v i n g t o n and deny the 
claims of the Rapid Transit 
District and the City of San 
Bernardino to support oper­ 
ation of their bus services in 
the amounts of $67,422 and 
$170,524, respectively. 
This is all an aftermath of 


passage of Senate Bill 325 
which provides a procedure 
whereby cities and counties 
may obtain gas tax revenues 
for transportation 
improve­ 
ments within their jurisdic­ 
tion. P r o v i s i o n s are also

for 
claims 
wherein 
transit agencies obtain S.B. 


325 funds to use in support of 
public transportation. 
“ San Bernardino County 
has received Class IV claims 
from the Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict,” Covington stated in the 
report, “and also from San 


Bernardino City and must 
take action on these claims 
before our Class VIII claims 
for local use of these funds 
will be honored. We currently 
have a Class VIII claim pen- 
d i n g with SCAG in the 
amount of $1,193,669 for use in 
our county road system.”

Griffin said the firm has 
been considering withdrawing 
from the sales and service 
field for some time. 
Power companies are under 
a Vermont Public Service 
Board regulation to cut down 
the growing demand for elec­ 


trical power. 
The PSB has a veto over 


advertising, and prohibits the 
companies from pushing sales 
that would increase power de­ 
mands during the peak load 
periods.

Street guards 
protect children

"Hi, grandma!” shouted the 
little girl. 
She 
ran 
ahead 
of 
her 
friends to be the first tu 
reach the comer. As she ran, 
one sleeve of the sweater she 
held in her hand dusted the 
sidewalk. In her other hand 
she carried a book and a pa­ 
per. 
School was out and she was 
going home. But she, and 
many others, had a busy 
street to cross. Grandma was 
there to see they all made 
that crossing safely. 
Grandma, as she is affectio­ 
nately known to the children 
at Elderberry School in On- 
j tario, is Mrs. Frances Cover, 
68, a school crossing guard 
employed by the Montclair 
Police Department. 
She has been on the job 14 
years. She is a familiar figure 
at the intersection of Benson 
Avenue and Benito Street. 
Mrs. Cover Is quite typical 
of the 
some 
60 
crossing 
guards on duty in Pomona 
Valley. 
All have one dominant trait 
— they love children. 
And they share an eviable 
record. Only in one commu­ 
nity, Chino, can any of those 
interviewed remember seeing 
an elementary schoool child 
Injured in a school zone when 
a crossing guard was on duty. 
That incident, they point 
out, occurred as the result of 
the child’s refusal to follow 
t h e 
crossing 
guard’s 
or­ 
der. 
Both men and wome n 
s e r v e as school crossing 
guards in Pomona Valley. 
Most are retired. 
In Pomona, Ontario, Mon­ 
tclair, Upland and Chino they 
are recruited, trained, 
as­ 
signed and paid by police de­ 
partments. 
In Claremont they are vol­ 
unteer mothers coordinated 
by Parent Faculty Associa­ 
tions 
and 
sanctioned 
and 
trained by the police depart­ 
ment. 
In Los Serranos, Diamond 
Bar and 
San Dimas they 
work under the supervision of 
California 
Highway 
Patrol 
school 
pupil 
safety 
officer 
Charles Olive. 
School crossing guards ex­ 
cept in Claremont, are paid 
an hourly wage which ranges 
from $1.71 in Upland to $2.42 
in CHP ureas. 


They do not wear badges. 
They are not law enforcement 
officers. 
They are to varying degrees 
uniformed. Mrs. Cover wears 
an orange vest over her 
street clothes. All must carry 
the portable red and white 
stop sign. 
Controls are well 
estab­ 
lished over motorists and the 
youthful pedestrians. 
For example, Mrs. Cover 
works an intersection with 
neither stop signs or a traffic 
signal. 
She groups the children to­ 
gether with a gentle “ Wait 
here, honey.” Then, raising 
the sign slightly above her 
head, she steps off the curb 
and walks to the center of the 
street. 
When all traffic has stopped 
she speaks. “ Come on. kids.” 
Occasionally she must caution 
"Walk, don’t run.’’ The kids 
obey. Patient motorists wear­ 
ing broad smiles survey the 
scene. 
When the last child Is safely 
across, 
Mrs. 
Cover 
walks 
back to the curb. As she lo­ 
wers her sign motorists drive 
through. Immediately she be­ 
gins again to regroup more 
small charges. 
Mrs. 
Cover, 
a 
widowed 
mother of four and grandmo­ 
ther of 21, is one of seven 
guards employed by the Mon­ 
tclair Police Department and 
supervised by Sgt. William 
Goff. 
Goff feels the program Is 
exteremly successsful. 
"Just having those people 
on the street does so much 
for the little kids,” he said, 
“ and their presence helps mo­ 
torists drive safer In school 
zones. 
Traffic Sgt. Roy Dixon su­ 
pervises 28 fulltime and se­ 
ven relief crossing guards in 
Pomona. He said the pro­ 
gram dates back about 20 
years 
in 
Pomona and he 
points to Mrs. Ida Bloom, 59, 
as a fine example of the 
people who have made It a 
success. 
Mrs. Bloom is assigned the 
intersection at Holt Avenue 
and Reservoir 
Street. 
She 
watches over Kingsley and St. 
Madeleine schools pupils. 
Mrs. Bloom has been on the 
job 2*4 years. Her greatest 
fear, she said, is that a child 
might step off the curb but it 
hasn’t happened yet. 
While she has no children of 


her own, she loves children 
and says it’s fun being able to 
associate with children. Sgt. 
John Powers supervises the 
six school crossing guards 
employed In Ontario. The de­ 
partment now Is In the pro­ 
cess of setting up a pilot 
school safety patrol at Sul­ 
tana school which will utilize 
pupils. 
“ Without our c r o s s i n g 
guards we could have some 
serious problems,” said Po­ 
wers. “ They have a definite 
effect on the motorists and 
they are really great with the 
kids. 
“ They have to siep out on 
to the street and halt traffic 
before taking the kids across. 
“ We have two retired men 
and four mothers In our pro­ 
gram which we feel is very 
successful.” 
Powers 
said 
0 n t a r 1 o’s 
school crossing guard pro­ 
gram dates back about 11 
years. 
Capt. Thomas Smith super­ 
vises 
the 
school 
crossing 
guard program 
in 
Upland 
which employes one woman 
and one man. Smith pointed 
out that the program gives 
parents a feeling of security 
knowing their children have 
supervision in traffic. 
All the guards work split 
shifts. They put in from 4 to 6 
hours a day. They must be at 
their assigned crossings when 
school starts, when morning 
kindergarten is let out and af­ 
ternoon kindergarten pupils 
arrive and again when chil­ 
dren are out in the afternoon.

Besides mature beans, oth­ 
er good sources of niacin are

the entire digestive tract. It 
can also result in inflamma­ 
tion of the urethra and va­ 
gina. 
Adavnced cases 
can 
cause a variety of mental 
symptoms from simple an­ 
xiety and irritability to dis­ 
orientation, delirium and hal­ 
lucinations. 
One of the features of the 
disease is a dermatitis. It 
may look like a mild sunburn 
in early stages and it cha­ 
racteristically 
affects 
the 
areas of the skin that are ex­ 
posed to the sun. As the con­ 
dition advances the skin be­ 
comes thicker and scaly. 
In the presence of niacin 
deficiency or pellagra, there 
are usually multiple vitamin 
deficiencies including thiam­ 
ine (B-l). This can result in 
burning feet. Uusually, if you 
have one significant vitmin 
deficiency you will find that 


there are other vitamin defi­ 
ciencies. Individuals who are 
obtaining an adequate diet 
may sometimes develop pel­ 
lagra and other vitamin defi­ 
ciencies if they have an ab­ 
sorption problem and can’t 
properly absorb 
foods 
and 
vitamins from the digestive 
tract. This can occur in alco­ 
holics, individuals with cir­ 
rhosis of the liver and people 
with chronic diarrhea from 
other causes. 


In otherwise normal people 
the problem can be prevented 
with an adequate diet, and if 
for any reason there is any 
question about obtaining an 
adequate 
balanced 
diet, 
a 
regular daily vitamin which 
contains at least the mln- 
i m u m d a i l y requirement 
should be taken. This is a 
good idea for people who are 
not likely to consistently eat 
an adequate 
diet. 
Vitamin 
pills alone will not replace a

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Nixon trip: Japan 


Commies hold bag 


Curiously enough President Nixon’s visits to Pek­ 
ing and Moscow have dealt severe blows in a roun­ 
dabout way to the Japanese Communist party, at 
least temporarily. 
The Nixon trip led to that of Japanese Prime Min­ 
ister Kakuei Tanaka, which led, in turn, to a m ar­ 
ked improvement between Communist China and 
Japan’s most conservative capitalists. 
So far have these dealings progressed, in fact, 
that the Mitsubishi group, historically one of Ja­ 
pan’s big-five semimonopolistic Zaibatsu, have now 
been termed as “friendly” firms with which China 
will deal. Their representatives have been personal­ 
is welcomed by Chou En-lai. 
Peking has in practice abandoned its attempt to 
black-list those Japanese companies with trading in­ 
terests in Taiwan. Further, in one way or another, 
the Chinese have made it clear the investments of 
Japan's major industrial firms in Taiwan are in no 
danger from them. In fact, through one hint or ano­ 
ther, Peking has been at pains to assure the Japa­ 
nese they do not plan a military invasion of Taiwan, 
and that any union must come through peaceful 
political means. 
The Chinese government by contrast, of late has 
seemed to ignore the interests of the Japanese Com­ 
munists. 
The Soviet Union, spurred by improving relations 
between Japan and China, has made a concerted 
drive for closer contacts with Japanese and Ameri­ 
can first-line businessmen. 
In their eagerness for ties with the United States 
and Japan, neither Moscow nor Peking has insisted 
that Tokyo break off its close military alliance with 
the United States. 
These moves have left the Japanese Communist 
party with its anti-American and anticapitalist plat­ 
forms crumbling — and with nowhere to go. 
The signs were visible even before the Tanaka 
visit to China. Though the Japanese party is one of 
the oldest in Asia, and it was founded by the Comin­ 
tern, its 50th anniversary celebrations this summer 
were marked by the absence of representatives 
from the Soviet and Chinese parties. 
The Russian and Chinese moves have convinced 
Japanese Communist leaders they have been sold 
out to the national interests of the Russians and 
Chinese. 
The party had been making some progress in re­ 
cent years (after the debacle of 1955). Ad hoc coali­ 
tions between the Japanese Socialist party and the 
Japanese Communists in local polls had put their 
candidates into the governorships of all major 
cities. 
But Communist attempts to broaden the front 
have failed and the socialists are approaching other 
groups to increase their own chances for power, 
with Indications the Communists could be left out in 
the cold in the tuture. 
The Communists, in desperation, have been at­ 
tempting to sot up joint fronts with almost any 
group they could reach, even anti-Communist par­ 
ties.

Church gives only lip 
service to collegiaHty

l ive years ago, the bishops 


o f t h e 
R o m a n Catholic 


Church, assembled in global 


conclave at the Vatican Coun­ 


cil, approved overwhelmingly 
“ the principle of collegiaHty.” 


Translated from ecclesias­ 
tical 
jargon, 
this 
principle 
means that all bishops of the 
church have a right to share 
in its government and the 
making of doctrinal decisions. 
And they have this right, not 
by sufferance of the Pope, 
but 
by 
the 
direct 
author­ 
ization of the church’s foun­ 
der, Jesus Christ. 
Many expected in that fall 
of 1967 the principle of colle- 
giality would be the most bas­ 
ic and far-reaching 
reform 
accomplished by the Vatican 
Council. Had it been imple­ 
mented, it would have led to 
a great redistribution of po­ 
wer and a much-needed de­ 
centralization 
of 
authority 
that for centuries has been 
tightly held by the Pope — or 
more accurately, by the papal 
bureaucracy 
known 
as 
the 
Curia —In Rome. 
Rut It has not happened. 
“CollegiaHty” remains only 
a word to which lip service Is 
paid —not a dynamic prin­ 
ciple oi church government. 
Pope Paul pored tha basic 
Idea of shared authority when 
he promulgated his famous de- 
cree on < ontraception without 
eevn consulting his fellow bi­ 
shops. 
Many of them were 
shot kfd—and told him so In 
prlvat*. 


Later, the Pope seemed to 
be carrying out the council’s 
plan for a “.senate" of bish­ 
ops. composed of elected rep­ 
resentatives from all national 


hierarchies, 
to 
advise 
and 
consult with him on major 
problems. 


The Pope set up such a sen­ 
ate —although he preferred to 
call it a “ synod” —to meet at 
the Vatican every two years. 
But it became obvious at the 
first two synod meetings that 
Paul VI had no intention of 
yielding power to this body. 
He 
balked 
even 
at 
let­ 
ting the synod choose its own 
agenda, specifically refusing 
to permit discussion of cer­ 
tain 
hot 
issues 
such 
as 
priestly celibacy. 


Whatever credibility might 
have remained to the “ prin­ 
ciple of collegiaHty” is now 
b e i n g demolished. Vatican 
sources 
say 
Paul 
VI 
has 
quietly shelved a plan under 
which representation bishops 
c h o s e n 
by 
national 
hie­ 
rarchies would have joined 
the College of Cardinals In 
election new popes. Cardinal 
Leo Suenens of Belgium had 
urged this plan on Paul VI as 
the best way to give concrete 
expression to the concept of 
collegiaHty.

WASHINGTON - T h ere are 
no more staunch champions 
of law and order than th o se 
two old curmudgeons 
fro m 
South Carolina, 
Sen. Strom 
Thurmond 
and 
Rep. 
John 
McMillan. But when it comes 
to traffic offenses, they don’t 
believe 
the 
laws apply 
to 
themselves or their friends. 


For 
24 
y ea rs 
McMillan 
used his position as chairm an 
of the District of Columbia 
Committee to fix traffic tick­ 
ets for his old chef in the 
House ;! -ung room and the 
man who attended him in the 
House gym. 


Leading the parade of those 
who c.<me to McMillan to get 
t i c k e t s fixed was stem , 
straight 
Strom 
Thurmond. 
The Washington police seldom 
ticket 
a 
senator, 
since 
he 
might later vote on police pay 
raises. But they used to issue 
polite warning notices. 
Even these were regarded 
as an affront to his «-enatorial 
dignitv by old Strom, who a 
few years ago a ked McMil­ 
lan to instruct the police to 
stop annoying him with w«ar- 
n :ng notices. 
McMillan 
obligingly 
de­ 
manded an explanation from 
William J. 
Livermore, 
then 
the director of the traffic divi­ 
sion. who replied apologetical­ 
ly: “ Quite often our officers 
are placed in a position where 
several vehicles are parking 
in violation of regulation«;. To 
issue traffic violation notices 
to all except those bearing 
Congressional or Dpi. (dipl­ 
omatic) tags can 
result in 
complaints 
and 
criticism, 
which might be em barrassing 
to someone. 
“The fact that each car 
parked ¡n violation received 
some type of citation appears 
to 
keep 
down 
the 
com­ 
plaints . . . However, I wish 
to assure you that we will be 
guided by your wishes in this 
m atter.” 


M cM illan’s W ishes 


McMillan’s wishes were to 
stop the warning notices and 
they 
were 
o b e d i e n t l y 
stopped. Indeed, his slightest 
wish was treated as a com­ 
mand bv the police, who fixed 
hundreds of trickcts 
at 
his 
requests. Parking, jaywalking 
and moving violations alike 
were tom up when McMillan 
intervened. 
Once he got a ticket himself 
in Columbia, S.C., where he 
had less clout with the police. 
So he wrote to the mayor ask­ 
ing him 
to fix the ticket. 
McMillan offered, in return, 
to take care of him “ any time 
\ou get a ticket when you are 
in Washington.’’ 
We have uncovered dozens 
of his letters to Livermore, 
written during the 1960s. “The 
enclosed ticket,” he wrote in 
v typical letter, “ was given to 
the son of Congressman Wil­ 
liam R. Hull III of Missouri, 
ihe Congressman is my clo­ 
sest friend on Capitol Hill.” 
“ I know,” wrote M cM illan 
about a speeding 
v io la tio n ,

Another time, he expla

A m erican science has intro­ 
duced the wonder m aterial, 
napalm , along with the w ea­ 
pons to use it, and the lake 
bum s. 
A ctually the book's title is 
from a quotation in the “ I 
C hing," the Chinese book of 
philosophy v h ich the author 
calls “ the im age of 
revolu­ 
tion.” 
Subt’y 
at 
first, 
but 
with 
growing 
intensity

builds her case, she uses the 
ancient philosophy of the Chi­ 
nese and V ietnam ese to show 
th at revolution in Indochina is 
principally a W estern inven­ 
tion, presently an A m erican 
attem pt to totally restructure 
V i e t n a m e s e history and 
society.

She’d sit and watch them for 
hours. That was all right. But 
then she walked over and 
chomped on one of the wires 
right next to the light bulb. I 
didn’t see her do it but I 
heard the noise. I rushed in 
and there she was, hair all on 
end and stiff as a board. I 
thought she was dead. She 
came out of it, though, for 
she was a tough little cat un­ 
til she got run over by a car 
last summer. But this letter 
is just to warn everybody who 
has cats like I always do to 
w a t c h out for wires 
at 
Christmas. (I never had a cat 
pay any attention to wires 
any other time.)—A.F 


C O M M E N T : Dangling 
cords, be they to Christmas 
tree lights or lamps or whate­ 
ver, are tempting playthings, 
particularly for the young. All 
electrical cords should be as 
inconspicuously placed as pos­ 
sible to avoid the temptation. 
Electrocution or conflagration 
can be consequences of live- 
wire chewing. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: My 
snake, Gimpy, has a sore on 
his nose. Should I put someth­ 
ing on it, or what? I thought

Can’t tell from here whether 
it is a parasitic infection, a 
tumor,

else. 
Take Gimpy in to the doctor 
for a firsthand look and perti­ 
nent recommendations. This 
could be serious. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Sweet 
, Lips is having a very severe 
passion period. It’s so violent 
I wonder if maybe she doesn’t 
have 
some 
of 
those 
heat 
worms which are so common 
in southern dogs. It worries 
me to death because I read 
where those heat worms can 
be fatal?—P.A. 
Dear P.A.: “ Periods of pas­ 
sion,” canine variety, can be 
confusing, frequently frustrat­ 
ing, but seldom fatal. Nor, to 


my knowledge is there any 
such thing as a heat worm to 
bring about or aggravate the 
problem. Heartworms? Well, 
that’s something else com­ 
pletely; a very real and dang­ 
erous parasite involving the 
circulatory system of the dog. 
It 
causes 
many 
problems, 
sometimes fatal ones, but is 
in no way related to the heat 
cycle. 


D E A R D R . 
MILLER: 
Sparkle, 
our 
diamondback 
turtle, was originally destined 
for a soup pot years ago but 
this friend of mine rescued 
her and just now gave her to 
me. He has always kept her 
in salt water but that seems 
such a lot of trouble. Can’t 
she get by in fresh water if 1 
keep her clean? 


Dear D.H.: Your diamond- 
back terrapin (Malaclemys) 
needs salt or brackish water 
to remain healthy. Even when 
fed her favorite diet of mol- 
lusks and fish, if she’s re- ! 
stricted to freshwater bathing 
poor Sparkle would soon de­ 
velop a probably fatal fungus 
infection. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: My 
dog has diabetes which is 
treated mostly with insulin. It 
would sure be a help, though 
if one of these new effective 
drugs that are used in hu- 
mar.s for diabetes that could 
be given by mouth could be 
used for my dog.

Practice made perfect 


Telling the older folks how to run the world has 
always been one of the important accomplishments 
of high school valedictorians and salutatorians here 
in the Pomona Valley. But somehow I get the feel­ 
ing that high school graduate orators regarded that 
privilege much more seriously in the year 1904 than 
they do today. 
My reasons for this belief can be found in the June 
13, 1904, issue of the Pomona Daily Review, where 
the length to which the year’s commencement spea­ 
kers were going in order to perfect their operations 
was most interestingly reported. 
‘‘The high school graduates are busy day and 
night getting their orations ready for the commence­ 
ment exercises next T h u rs d ay and Friday even- 
nings, ’ the story read. "One young man In the class 
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is practicing his oratorical powers In the heights of 
San Jose hills out at Ganesha Park. The men work­ 
ing there on the excavation for the park reservoir 
say that they are sometimes so thrilled with his elo­ 
quence that they have to stop work In order not to 
miss a single word.” 
“Another young man is doing his practice efforts in 
srhool oratory among the trees at the extreme west­ 
ern end of Fifth Avenue wher there are none to 
molest or hear except an occasional cow.” 
Yes, that’s how the eager, the dedicated, the 
thoughtful young graduates accepted the challenge 
to oratorlcally right the world in 1904. And, since 
practice makes perfect, I’ll even go so far as to 
state that never before nor since has commence­ 
ment speaking in Pomona reached the heights thaï 
it did in that year.

Christmas lights the safe way 


Turn bedroom into suite with divider 


By MR. FIX 


C hristm as is the time of the 
year everybody loves, includ­ 
ing the 
electric 
companies 
and manufacturers of 
light 
bulbs. These days the house 
that is not lighted up is the 
one that looks odd. 
A dvance work can be done 
a little at a time. The main 
job can then be accomplished 
in short order. The prelim­ 
inary work is mostly a matter 
of checking the 
equipment, 


working on a layout, finding 


sources of power and deter­ 
mining how to use them. 
Check all those strings of 
lights 
and 
extension 
cords 
first. Wiring should not be 
frayed and there should be no 
cracks in the insulation. 
Tighten bulbs in the sock­ 
ets, then shake the wire over 
its engire length. Lights that 
f l i c k e r 
indicate 
possible 
shorts. 
Check inside as well as out­ 
door lights. If there is any in­ 
dication of a hidden short, 
throw the wire away. 
If there are slight indica­ 
tions of wear in the outer in­ 
sulation, reinforce the 
spot 
with 
electrical 
tape. 
Plugs 
that are 
loose 
or 
cracked 
should be replaced. 
Replace all the 
defective 
bulbs now and put in a supply 
cf spares. The metal ends of 
the bulbs should have a thin 
coat of petroleum jelly to pre­ 
vent corrosion. 
Consider how many lights 
you are using and whether 
you 
have 
sufficient 
power. 
Add up the wattage marked 
on the bulbs. 
Circuits 
with 
15-ampere 
fuses can handle about 1,800 
watts, with 20-ampere fuses, 
about 2,400 watts. Remember 
that these circuits are at least 
partially in use now. Plan to 
make connections over sever­ 
al circuit» to avoid overload­ 
ing. 
Lights to be used outdoors 
should be the type made spe­ 
cifically for outdoor use. If 
you use 
an 
extension 
out­ 
doors, wrap the connection to 
keeh 
out 
moisture.

Do not run extension cords 
where they may be tripped 
over and driven over. If you 
use food or spotlights for out­ 
door display, be sure to use 
weatherproof 
reflector-type 
bulbs in weatheproof sockets. 
These could be held in the 
ground with metal spikes. 
If you do not have outdoor 
power receptacles 
you will 


have to find other sources. 
Porch and doorway lights can 
be 
used 
by 
removing 
the 
bulbs and replacing with a 
socket adapter. 
You can run a wire through 
to the basement by drilling a 
hole through the wood beam 
just 
above 
the 
foundation. 
Calk to keep out drafts. 
If you run a line through a 
window, don’t dose the win­ 
dow on the wire. Cut a board 
to fill the space of the open 
window (between sash 
and 
sill) and drill a hole through 
this board for the wire. Then 
close 
the 
window 
on 
the 
board. 
Use felt weatherstripping or 
calking.
